This copy of 6S-1 06060-6 593 is the file copy of the domestic Intelligence division* 
Sullivan's is tho only name marked pi the stamp for routing and the rubber stamp visible 
in reverse at the bottom is of that "ivlsion* 

there is a notation only partly comprehensible at the lower left-hand comer of the 
first page* It appears to say.Hetained in 81*8, the second 8 unclear and possibly not an 
8* It overlaps with a rubber stamp that in reverse reads “negative* « I'm not certain this 
is the entire rubber stamp* 

To t)\e left of this is another stamped— on form* i believe that in the part hot 
elljainated the initials that remain are of Raymond K Long, if I recall that correctly. 

Above these notationa is the routing of copies by the S.O.flelf office. With the 
three copies sent to the Bureau there are 9 enclosures, none of which I saw when I 
went over this covering Airtel and thr west of the volume. If tfeoy are mentioned in tho 
LHH, which also has an ''enclosure" stamp, 1*11 go into that as I read the HIM, I've skimmed 
only part of the first page to now, 

I'd have assumed a copy to Dallas but not to ^ouaton, I’his is absolute proof that a 
denial of any records by the i^uston P.O. is knowingly galse. 

One enclosure to it and to Dallas, Eiatampea 9 enclosures also, 

HQ also noted what appears to be "SWIP 6592, Whatever this means, there is no 
6952 in this Section. At the same point there is another file designation, 44 1-A-5. 

With 44 indicating "Civil Rijihta," I wonder ifl this is a sub of a Kin.^ file. 

The names and initials added are Sullivans, WGS for William Sullivan, Baanigan, 
what can be Raupach (there is such a name) and Goble, 1 take it Theodore N, Goble, who 
with Raupach figures in the records on me and I think other critics. 

The underscorings are indicative of indexing indications, I do not recall having 
seem the wavy lino below the names lilce below those of Bringuier and Turner in records I 
have gone over in the past. Perhps it ten be their way of noting informers to the file clerks, 

I'laybe tho 9 enclosures are those copies of the UiM and the 3 at fche bottom refers to 
the Airtel copies* 

'While it is customery to say that Bufiles contain no ^derogatory iiifonuation" on 
people, as hero on Turner, they do not say no Information at all. She was, if not their 
informant or source, without question a narcotics informant, at least for the K.O.P.D,, 
Giarruso and Sgt, Spako, I checked this out. In faot, traced here there once to be sui%. 

She may or may not have been a narofink but she was well known to the two agents to whom 
I spoke and to whom I'd heard her speak by phono. Here I mean federal agemts, federal fink. 

Dione is not a comr^on name and Bringuier fractures English badly. That he has the name 
ri^t means to m-i that sho did not lie to mg about her* earlier knowledge of and meetings 
with -^nguier, on some occasions with the ^lip ^'eraci who is mentioned. On one of those 
flccasions, when ho h d run away and had returned to W.O., she met him and drove him to 
Bringuier' s. Here I do not depend on her word, I have tho juvenile report referred to quite 
incompletely, Goraci understated aoi;>e of it. Instead of phoning his parents or the police 
Bringuier arranged to put him up at the Silver Hollar, where tho boy was gang-banged, 

Dione may have received the letter from Geraci she is said to have said she received 
but it could not possibly have said that is attributed to it.

biona, rhilip and one Saul davao were what for them would pass as friends. Raul was 
not much of a person from my experience with him. I believe Philip was honest with me and 
would have been moiv) honest if it had not been for hia mother.

■••'his wliole business marks one of the unethical practises of the Garrison office, I'm 
sure at .im'a direction. I'hey broke their word to st ay out of tids when I toll them about 
it. As usual they wex-c utterly ir.coaipetent when they tided to steal what I was doing and 
would have given to them. I became quite anrty on a couple of occasions and then addressed 
dim and Moo Sciambra as I'm certain they had not been addressed. 

One aspect was calling Raul in for an interview, he used it for a credited character 
assassination of ^ione, whose chax'acter made that easy. But the stupidities oi the 
office were not aware that she was also an excellent source, in some areas far and away 
my best, even though she is the most natural and persuasive and aocooplished liar I ever 
knew well. Fantastic liar! 1 was lucky in deciding what to chock out. All paid off.

3he knew and had gone out with Layton ‘W-tens and Perry Russo. They both confirmed 
her stories to me. By the most remarkable of coincidences tlie night I pexreuadod her to 
trust me, at ^bara Reid's apartment, who turas up in the wso hours by artens, wanting 
to know ahat is going on. 

However, none of this part of the Lffl4 Is true. As of that tirae I'd never spoken 

or written to ^hilip. About April of that year I ,tak did Ixxterviow •liiUp’s father and 
mother, on tape, played back to them, I obtained pxcof of -Rrlnguier's false swearing to the 
Wairen Gommission * about Oswald and about when he met Oswald. 1 intei^viewed Philip in the 
home of hia lawyer, by pre-arraaiiiaicnt, and that it be in the lawyer's presence being my 
idea, that Bscember. 

In between the father, an electrician, died as the result of an electric shock, 

Lione had told me that Philip and %ul were homosextuil. Garrison had a hangup on

With the first, which is entirely opposite what this LIB4 says, I was completely successful. 
With tho second very successful. %d I been able to spend more tiiae in H.O. or to look him 
up latex* it could have led to much iaox:« good infoircatiou. 

If you want I'll tell you about tlie Phillp-Ferrie connection, "^t is not relevant here. 
And of what happened to Philip within 24 hours of Ferrio's death, confirmed by the mother. 

I have these tapes. 

Philip was In Viet i'iam, Garrisoix hod no plans for subpoenaeing him from thex-a, 
when Philip was ro timed after his father's death tliat Gairrison wanted to talk to him, Tho 
kid was so saxred ho ran the risk of ignoring tixreo subpoenaes. I found out not from 
Gaxrrison but from Dione.
